all the fleets lay at anchor yesterday 
in a calm and motionless sea there came 
moving slowly into harbor throe war 
ships of the Spanish squadron. Be- 
hiocl each one ol them was an odd and 
mlnature ship, a cross between a Chi- 
nese junk and a queen and cottage. 


As if with Columbus still at the 


prow, the fleet sailed on. The caravels 
for such they were, were decorated 
with many flags and fluttering pen- 
ants as a Christmas tree. From th« 
foremast floated the 
whit* flag 


with the green cross, the ensign which 
Columbus flew as admiral of hlsdimnu- 
Hive fleet when he turned his face to- 
ward the western sea. 
Underneath 


this was a white pennant with the. 
same design. From the malnmaatflew* 
the royal standard of Castile and Ara- 
gon, the rampant lions on a white 
ground, and the castles of Aragon on a 
deep red field Beneath this was the 
pennant of Columbus. 


The mlniaturo ships with their flags 


and pennants attracted the attention 
of the aggregated squadron. The At- 
lanta and the Australia were the outer- 
most sentinels already at anchor. Be- 
yond them lay a wilderness of mute 
and spars and bristling guns. Between 
the congregated monarchs of the navies 
of the world the Spanish squadron sped 
slowly on, while the guns of the fort, 
without waiting for the American 
colors, saluted first, and kept up a 
noisy booming On board the men-of- 
war the interest was intense 
The 


rigging, the sides, the decks were 
crowded with dark blue figures, while 
from open port-holes peered eager faces 
of the seamen along the squadron. 
The marines were in line upon the 
after deck presenting arms to the flag 
of the Spanish admiral. The bands on 
the flagships played the Spanish na- 
tional air 


The Spanish ships passed directly 


through the fleet and then came around 
on the outside, the Infanta Isabel tak- 
ing her position in the back, the Santa 
Maria reaching the end of the line, and 
spreading her sails to the wind There 
were three square sails, one directly 
under the 
bowsprit 
one bearing 


a huge red cross at her foremast 
and another at her templecross at her 
main mast From the mast which rose 
from her high cabin at the stern there 
swung a late ensail. The canvas, dark 
and discolored like ancient parchment, 
bellied outVith the wind, and as she 
pushed her way forward, self-reliant 
and independent, everybody and every- 
thing was proud to do her honor. 
Raving reached the end of the fleet, 
the sailors of the Santa Maria, the 
Pinta and the Nina tossed overboard 
their anchors 


Admiral Comez breathed a sigh of re- 


lief when his toy boats were at least 
safely moored 
Five days ago, just 


after he had left the harbor of Ha- 
vana, the barometer began to fall om- 
inously, and presently a atorm of cy- 
clonic strength burst upon them. The 
water swept in upon the tiny Nina, and 
more than once the officers of the Nneva 
Espana, laid astern with keen solicitude 
for the safety, not only of the craft 
that had been entrusted to their care, 
but of their fellow-officers and seamen 
who were aboard of her 
It took nearly 


half an hour for tho Spaniard to pay 
his compliments all around, first to the 
American flag, then to the American, 
English, French and Italian admirals, 
and finally to all the ships that had 
saluted him 
As soon as they had been 


concluded the round of official visits 
began

Tjorn July 21.1^6, ana educated at Rugby and 
Trinity college, Cambridge, where bo took a 
first-class diploma In classics ID 1642 As bora 
Stanley he represented Lynn Begis la tha 
aouseot commons before ne suoceded to the 
peerage In 1SB lie was appointed nnd«r secre- 
tary of foreign aOalra In the ant administra- 
tion of his father, the former Karl of Dorby, 
•wliu, alter a distinguished carter as a itatea- 
man, died October a, 
1769 
Under hU father's aeoond administration tha 
late earl wa> secretary of (tote for India with 
»>eatln the cabinet, and It was under his su- 
perintendence that the management of the 
British Indian empire was transferred from 
the hoard of directors of the East India Co to 
the government of Ureat Britain. 
The late earl was appointed secretary of 
state for foreign affairs In July, 1880. Upon his 
father 8 death he hja>me a member of the 
nouae of lords 
Mr Disraeli was again entrusted with the for- 
eign offloe In 1874 In 1878 the earl of Derby de- 
tached himself from tho conservative party on 
the ground that he did not approve the courae 
of the conservative leadership In the foreign 
relations ot Great Britain Lord Derby he- 
came a liberal, and was secretary of state for 
the colonies uudsr Mr Gladstone from 1882 to 
July, 1685 
In 1886, when the division In tho 
liberal party occurred on the Issue of home 
rule for Ireland Lord Derby took a stand 
against home rule, and has since ranked among 
Mr Gladstone s opponents

Speaking of the pieaanf etorm of enow 


and rain and wind to eome newapaper 
men who had sailed OB him in hi* look- 
oat on thtt Auditorium building in Ohi- 
eaeo, Sergeant Ftaukenfiald the weather 
officer, laid: 


"Iota etorm ia one ot the nlowest on 


record. Not in the velocity ot the wind 
—that has been emit enough in ail con- 
science—bat in movement. The usual 
movement of a atorm te about 700 milei 
a day, whereae, thia one baa been plod- 
ding along at a rate ot lev than 300 
mile*. It etartsrf in Texas last Monday 
night, and ordinarily wonli have passed 
through Chicago toy Wednesday, bat
